Classics get marching orders 


Lawrence John finds out 
how shoe company Local 
Research is putting its best 
foot forward 



Mark Higgs from 
Northampton has always 
been sold on the idea of 
quality now he is soled on 
selling quality made in 
Northamptonshire. 

As the founder of Local 
Research Footwear, based in 
Northamptonshire, Mark 
has come up with a unique 
way of selling top quality 
shoes made in the county 

On one hand he has dis¬ 
covered a hoard of shoes 
which were made in 
Northampton between 1970- 
1990 and is now putting 
them up for sale. 

They have never been 
worn, and survive in pris¬ 
tine condition having been 
stored away for all these 
years, and as a result are in 
pristine order, just like the 
day they were made. 

These include Dr Martens 
and GT Hawkins styles 
uncovered from a lockup 
owned by a local contact. 

Mark said: “To have found 


these vintage shoes is 
extremely rare. All are brand 
new and have never been 
touched since they were put 
away in the original boxes. 

“They are now considered 
to be classic styles. 

“These shoes were made in 
Northampton and are quali¬ 
ty. They are odd sizes but we 
are selling them for between 
£65 -£85. 

“There is no excuse for 
having a bad pair of shoes if 
you live in Northamp¬ 
tonshire.” 

On the other hand, he is 
founder of Local Research 
Footwear, which works 
alongside the county’s 
remaining footwear facto¬ 
ries, producing top quality, 
handmade shoes. 

They work closely with the 
factory’s brand owners 
themselves to create foot¬ 
wear that is made with tra¬ 
ditional methods and con¬ 
struction yet with a contem¬ 
porary twist. 



For Local Research’s first 
range it has worked with 
respected local shoemakers 
George Cox. 

George Cox is a fourth- 
generation owned family 
business which was thrust 
into the limelight with its 
Brothel Creeper silhouette, 
created in 1949. The style 
was first adopted by the 
Teddy Boys in the 1950s and 


then given further exposure 
during the 1970s through 
the UK punk movement. 

They have produced a 
small batch of 15 pairs of 
these new shoes based on a 
George Cox design, but 
tweaked for the 21 century. 
These retail for £265. 

Mark said: “I have always 
had a love of shoes. It started 
with trainers and then 


moved to shoes. I own shoes 
made by Edward Green 
which I got married in as 
well as Trickers and George 
Cox.”

Child arrests fall 
across the county

Arrests of children by 
Northamptonshire Police 
have fallen in the past four 
years, data obtained by the 
Howard League for Penal 
Reform revealed this week. 

Research by the charity has 
found that the number of 
arrests in Northamptonshire 
dropped from 2,594 in 2010 to 
1,270 in 2014. 

The figures confirm the 
continued success of a long- 
running Howard League pro¬ 
gramme of work to keep as 
many children as possible out 


of the criminal justice sys¬ 
tem. Every police service in 
England and Wales made 
fewer arrests in 2014 than in 
2010, with some constabular¬ 
ies reducing their numbers 
by more than 70 per cent. 

Across England and Wales, 
police made 245,763 arrests 
of children aged 17 and under 
during 2010. There were 
112,037 arrests during 2014, 
of which boys accounted for 
83 per cent and girls account¬ 
ed for 17 per cent. 

The sharp reduction in 
arrests has led to a significant 
fall in the number of children 
in prison - down by 56 per 


cent since January 2010. 

Child arrest figures for 
Northamptonshire Police 
were: 2010: 2,594 / 2011: 2,177 
/ 2012: 1,660 / 2013: 1,289 / 
2014: 1,270 

Frances Crook, Chief 
Executive of the Howard 
League for Penal Reform, 
said: “The Howard League 
has worked closely with 
police forces round the coun¬ 
try to stem the flow of chil¬ 
dren being sucked into the 
criminal justice system. 

“It is for parents and schools 
to deal with normal childish 
challenging behaviour, not 
the police.

41 died waiting 
for transplant

Sixty-four people in 
Northants are on the 
waiting list for a life¬ 
saving organ trans¬ 
plant, figures by the 
NHS reveal. 

Of those, 21 have been 
waiting longer than two 
years, with seven people 
waiting longer than five 
years. 

Meanwhile, 41 people 
living in the county have 
died between April 2011 
and November 2015 - 
just because of the short¬ 
age of organs. 

However, the numbers 
waiting in Northants 
show ‘only a small part 
of the UK picture’, the 
NHS say. 


Of the almost 7,000 
patients currently on the 
UK’s transplant waiting 
list, 30 per cent have 
been waiting more than 
two years. More than 500 
of them have been wait¬ 
ing longer than five 
years. 

In addition more than 
6,000, including 270 chil¬ 
dren, have died before 
receiving the transplant 
they desperately needed. 

The figures released by 
NHS Blood and 
Transplant coincide 
with the launch of a new 
organ donation cam¬ 
paign, The Wait, to high¬ 
light the true scale of the 
donor organ shortage. 

The campaign launch¬ 
es with the screening of a 
film capturing a day in 


the life of patient Simon 
Howell, 41, who has been 
waiting longer than six 
years for a new kidney. 

Sally Johnson, NHS 
Blood and Transplant 
Director of Organ 
Donation and Trans¬ 
plantation said: “Simon’s 
journey has already been 
a long and difficult one, 
and while we are doing 
everything we can to 
make sure he gets the 
transplant he needs, the 
NHS cannot do this 
without help from other 
people. 

“Sadly though, Simon 
is not alone. Statistically, 
more than one in ten 
people on the waiting 
list will die before they 
get the transplant they 
need.” 


IPCC report on nightclub tragedy 


The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission 
investigation into the 
Northamptonshire 
police involvement dur¬ 
ing a fatal crush at 
Northampton’s Lava and 
Ignite nightclub on 19 
October 2011, has found 
police actions and deci¬ 


sions during the incident 
were appropriate. 

The investigation also 
found it more than likely 
that police had not been 
informed of the event 
the nightclub was hold¬ 
ing, and were only alert¬ 
ed when a large number 
of people began arriving 


at the nightclub around 
11pm on October 18. 

Two young women died 
as a result of the crush. 
Nabila Nanfuka, 22, died 
in hospital of her injuries 
on 19 October, and 
Laurene-Danielle 
Jackson, 19, died in hos¬ 
pital on November 6.

A Northampton MP received thousands of 
pounds for his election fighting fund from 
the developer of Northampton Town's 
Sixfields stadium redevelopment. 

The Conservative MP for Northampton 
South, David Mackintosh, received a payment 
of £6,195 for his general election campaign 
from Howard Grossman, the chairman 
of the Northampton South Conservative 
Association, Suresh Patel, has confirmed. 

Mr Grossman, who was the director of the 
company which project managed the develop¬ 
ment of Northampton Town’s stadium, 1st 
Land Ltd, allegedly made the payment just 
one month before Northampton Borough 
Council approved outline planning permis¬ 
sion for the land adjacent to Sixfields Stadium. 

Three individuals with links to Mr Grossman 
also each paid £10,000 to Mackintosh’s local 
party, when he was campaigning to become 
an MP, for his general election fighting fund. 

One of those payments was initially unde¬ 
clared. Failure to declare donations could 
result in a fine as large at £20,000, or even be a 
criminal offence. 

However, Suresh Patel, said the undeclared 
£10,000, which came from Gary Robert Platt - 
who was a director of a firm which lists two 
employees of Mr Grossman’s County Group - 
was a ‘clerical error’. 

“One of the £10,000 payments was a genuine 
clerical error from the office because we were 
waiting for confirmation (of the payment) 
from the company of that guy (Mr Platt),” Mr 
Patel said. 

“(The confirmation) came eight weeks after 
the donation was received, and then we had 
an office staff who assured me that eve¬ 
rything had been declared. 

“I thought everything was done 
until I started checking everything 
last week (and noticed the error), 
but it has been done now.” 

Mr Patel said he ‘puts his hands 
up’ for the error, but that Mr 
Mackintosh assured him that ‘eve¬ 
rything was above aboard’ regard¬ 
ing all three payments of £10,000. _ 

“That was genuine error of oversight, I 
put my hands up as a chairman,” Mr Patel 
added. “My office staff assured me that every¬ 
thing was done when we got the letter saying 
the donation was made. 

“At that time I was assured by David 
Mackintosh that everything was above board.” 

The £6,195 donated by Mr Grossman, which 
Mr Patel says was declared, was raised by 
guests at a general election fundraising event 
for Mr Mackintosh last November at the 
Conservative Carlton Club in London. 

It is said the money was collected by Mr 
Grossman, who then sent the money to the 
Northampton South Conservative Association. 

Looking at the accounts of Northampton 
South Conservative Association, the Northants 
Herald and Post found that between May and 
fune last year, the three payments of £10,000 
each were made from people with links to Mr 
Grossman. 

One of the payments was from A1 Mayfield, 
the owner of Great Events Etc. Mr Mayfield 
was on the organising committee of the Amy 
Winehouse Foundation fundraising event - a 
charity ball which was held in November 2013 
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‘ADMINISTRATIVE ERROR’: One of the three 
£10,000 donations to David Mackintosh was 
undeclared 

to raise money in memory of the singer. 

Mr Mackintosh had received a free ticket to 
the ball from the County Group, which was 
declared under the gifts and hospitality sector 
on Northamptonshire County Council’s web¬ 
site. But it is not listed on the borough council 
website. 

Also on the organising committee of the 
ball, alongside Mr Mayfield, was Mr 
Grossman. 

Another payment of £10,000 was 
from Leonard Western in May 
2014, who is a shareholder of 
County Cemetery Services 
Limited, of which members of the 
Grossman family also appear as 
shareholders. Family members of 
David Cardoza, the chairman of 
_ Northampton Town, also appear as 
shareholders. 

The third payment, which was undeclared, 
came from Gary Robert Platt. Documents 
filed at Companies House show him as the 
former director of County Bideford Limited, a 
firm which Mr Grossman was once also a 
director of. 

It is legal and normal for individuals and 
businesses to give money to political cam¬ 
paigns, but there are rules about declaring 
those payments. 

Donations to local associations of more than 
£1,500 must be declared to the Electoral 
Commission. 

Asked if there were any concerns over the 
payments made, Mr Patel said: “David 
Mackintosh was a new candidate, he man¬ 
aged to get this money. 

“We asked a question at that time, Mr 
Mackintosh said ‘no, everything is fair and 
square’. We sent it to the compliance team, 
they did the checks and said everything is 
fine.” 

The Northants Herald and Post contacted Mr 
Mackintosh for a response, but he hadn’t 
replied at the time of going to press. 


Council clears club’s loan 


The £10.25m loan 
owed by the Cobblers 
to the borough coun¬ 
cil will be transferred 
over to the land sur¬ 
rounding Sixfields 
stadium, the coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet agreed 
on Tuesday night. 

Councillors agreed 


during private dis¬ 
cussions to free the 
club of its debt by 
taking over the land 
surrounding the sta¬ 
dium. This means 
the council can 
recoup its money 
through new devel¬ 
opment on the land. 


Police probe into finances 


Police have started 
an investigation into 
Northampton 
Borough Council’s 
£10.25 million loan to 
the Cobblers after 
the local authority 
made a formal com¬ 
plaint. 

The complaint 


relates to ‘alleged 
financial irregulari¬ 
ties’ surrounding the 
loan. An investiga¬ 
tion by the council’s 
external auditors is 
also taking place and 
will continue in tan- 
demwith the investi¬ 
gation.

Paint conservators are set to 
spend four months cleaning, 
repairing and restoring the 
paintwork in the great hall 
and south stairs at the Grade I 
listed Kelmarsh Hall in 
Northamptonshire.

And twenty-five years later, the kiosk is still 
offering spare parts and repairs for all types of 
vacuum cleaners, washing machines, tumble dri¬ 
ers and cookers.

Pharmacy raided 
by terror police

A pharmacy in Northants was searched by 
police after a man was arrested on suspicion 
of terrorism offences. 

The 36-year-old from Leicester was arrest¬ 
ed at Birmingham Airport on November 2 
and has been bailed while investigations 
continue. 

A pharmacy in Oundle was searched as a 
result along with two homes in Leicester city 
centre. 

Terror police who searched the pharmacy 
say ‘the arrest was intelligence led and not in 
response to any immediate threat or risk’. 

The full statement from the North East 
Counter Terrorism Unit, based in North 
Yorkshire said: “A 36-year-old man from 
Leicester was arrested on November 2, 2015, 
on suspicion of Section 5 of the Terrorism Act 
- Preparation of an act of terrorism by offic¬ 
ers from the North East Counter Terrorism 
Unit. 

“He was arrested at Birmingham Airport. 

“Two properties in Leicester and a premises 


in Oundle were searched in connection with 
this investigation. 

“Please note that the arrest was intelligence 
led and are not in response to any immediate 
threat or risk. 

“The man was bailed pending further 
inquiries - he remains on bail at this time.” 

Police in the UK this week launched the 
second national Counter-Terrorism 
Awareness Week, reminding the public they 
have a key role in helping to prevent and pro¬ 
tect the UK from the threat of terrorism. 

The move follows the terror attacks in Paris 
which police say ‘have brought into sharp 
focus the type and scale of threat posed by 
international terrorism, and the relationship 
between the police and the public needs to 
be stronger than ever before to counter this 
threat’. 

Deputy Assistant Commissioner Neil Basu, 
from the UK Counter-Terrorism Policing 
Network said: “Whilst recent events in Paris 
were both sickening and horrific, people 
shouldn’t feel powerless. There is still lots 
you can do as ordinary members of the pub¬ 
lic to keep an eye out for the unusual and let 
us know.”

A new energy system based 
at the Westbridge Depot in 
St James could provide 
enough heat for 40,000 
homes in Northampton. 

This is part of the ambi¬ 
tious plans unveiled on 
Tuesday in a collaboration 
between Northamptonshire 
based Rolton Group and 
Kilbride Infrastructure. 

The company wants to cre¬ 
ate the first of its kind 
decentralised, off the grid 
centre, which would pro¬ 
duce its own power, selling 
it to businesses in the 
Northampton Enterprise 
Zone and households in the 
St James and Spring 
Borough areas. 

This new heat to energy 
centre would use what was 
described as ‘a modern 
Advanced Conversion 
Technology (ACT) process 
called gasification, where 
non-recyclable waste is 
baked at 850 degrees centi¬ 
grade, resulting in much 
cleaner power and heat with 
sizeable savings on landfill 
tax and associated cost’. 

The non-recyclable waste 
would be supplied by 
Northamptonshire County 
Council saving £50 a ton 
compared to sending the

waste to landfill, a £8m sav¬ 
ing a year for the local 
authority. 

It would sell the heat gen¬ 
erated through the Caring 
Community Energy 
Company, with profits rein¬ 
vested into the local com¬ 
munity’. 

Former Northampton 
South MP Brian Binley will 
head up the CCEC ,on which

Town’s homeless 
help leads way

Recent central government 
figures have revealed that 
Corby is top of the charts for 
preventing homelessness 
both in the region and across 
the country with authorities 
of similar size. 

The department for 
Communities and Local 
Government’s national sta¬ 
tistics in relation to home¬ 
lessness activities during 


2014/15 show that Corby 
Borough Council’s Housing 
Options Team has been suc¬ 
cessful in preventing a total 
of 742 households in the bor¬ 
ough from becoming home¬ 
less. 

This proactive work has 
raised the council from 17th 
position (2012/13) to 12th out 
of the total 326 local authori¬ 
ties across the entire country 
and keeps Corby in first spot 
within the county. 

As part of homeless preven¬ 
tion Corby Borough Council’s 


Housing Options Team has 
put together a Homeless 
Prevention Toolkit. 

This means people in the 
borough are able to get access 
to interest free loans for rent 
in advance and deposits, a 
Deposit Bond Scheme, a Debt 
Advice Worker (joint working 
with Corby Advice Bureau) 
and partnership working 
with the Sanctuary Project 
(providing safe place for 
domestic abuse victims) and 
Nightlight (a winter night 
shelter project).

Home to a Dunkirk hero 

OPERATION Dynamo, which 
saw the evacuation of more than 
350,000 British, French and 
Belgian troops from Dunkirk, 
helped the Allies continue the 
war and gave a major boost to 
British morale. 

Its success was due in large 
part to war hero Dunkirk Joe - 
Admiral William Tennant - who 
oversaw the exodus, staying 
right to the end, patrolling the 
length of the beach and calling 
through a megaphone “Are there 
any British soldiers still 
ashore?” 

As beach master, he organised 
the tired and dispirited troops, 
getting them aboard the famous 
armada of small boats that had 
sailed for England in 1940 to 
rescue them. 

Later in the war, during the 
D-Day landings in 1944, Tennant 
was in charge of setting up the 
Mulberry harbours - essential 
for the off-loading of cargo and 
supplies, and the Pluto pipelines. 

After retirement, he came back 
to live in the family home at 
Upton-upon-Severn until his 
death at the age of 73 in 1963.

t looks like a respectable 
family home in swanky 
suburbia, but this 
sprawling mock-Tudor 
property has a rock n’ roll 
history to die for. 

It was here during the late 
1960s that John Lennon created 
a bohemian haven for himself, 
wife Cynthia and son Julian, 
penning some of the Beatles’ 
best known work, including 
much of the Sgt. Pepper album. 

Female fans were usually 
hanging around at the gates 
and famous friends and 
visitors such as the rest of the 
Fab Four, Bob Dylan, Michael 
Nesmith of the Monkees and 
Peter Cook would regularly 
rock up. 

Lennon had a room at the 
top of the house where he kept 


most of his musical equipment, 
writing and recording on tape 
recorders. The cover 
photograph for Rubber Soul 
was taken here, Lennon parked 
his garishly decorated 
Rolls-Royce in the drive, 
and for a while an 
enormous model 
shoe, used as a 
prop in the film 
Help!, sat on the 
lawn. 

Kenwood in 
Weybridge, Surrey, 
cost the singer £20,000 
in July 1964, but he’d 
sold it by 1968, after 
starting a relationship with 
Yoko Ono. 

Ringo Starr also lived in 
Surrey until last year. But his 
former property - Sunny 


Heights, also in the exclusive 
St Georges Hill estate, is 
reported to be set for 
demolition after being bought 
by a Russian billionaire.

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Billy Fury's birding bolthole 



BILLY Fury was often described 
as Britain’s answer to Elvis and 
was such a big star back in the 
1960s that The Beatles once tried 
out as his backing band. 

When he held auditions in 
Liverpool, among those who 
didn’t make the grade were The 
Beatles - still calling themselves 
the Silver Beetles - who were 
offered the job for £20 a week on 
condition that they sacked their 
bassist Stuart Sutcliffe. John 
Lennon refused and the band left 
after Lennon had got Fury’s 
autograph. 

Earlier this year, the Billy 
Fury movie was released, 
examining the Liverpool-born 
singer’s short life. Born Ronald 
Wycherley, Fury equalled the 
Beatles’ record of 24 hits in the 
1960s, with songs including 
Halfway to Paradise and 
Jealousy. However, his career 
stalled in the following decade, 
and in the mid-1970s Fury went 
out on the road with Marty 
Wilde. In 1978 he was declared 
bankrupt and died in 1983, aged 
just 42. 

Away from the spotlight, a 


little at odds with his racy stage 
persona, Fury was a keen 
birdwatcher, and used a 
three-storey folly in the back 
garden of his house in Crugybar, 
Llanwrda, as a bird-watching 
tower.

True to its cele¬ 
brated nameplate, the all-new 
FIAT 124 Spider brings classic 
Italian styling and pure driving 
pleasure to a new generation, 
with its powerful turbo-charged 
petrol engine, sophisticated sus¬ 
pension and traditional rear- 
wheel drive layout. 

Designed at Centro Stile in 
Turin, Italy, the new FIAT 124 
Spider takes its inspiration from 
the 1966 original, not only in 
terms of its proportions and 
stance but also in terms of its 
detailing. A horizontal line 
emerges from the front wing, 
kicking up over the rear haunch 
and flowing toward the tail lamp, 
aping the distinctive bodywork of 
the original car, while the style 
and position of the LED head¬ 
lamps, and the hexagonal upper 
grille, both draw heavily from the 
details of the classic roadster. 

The bonnet of the new sports 
car also emulates the twin power 
domes of the second- generation 
FIAT 124 Spider (a functional 
design feature necessitated by the 
fitment of larger engines) while 


the rear view is defined by two 
main features: the “seagull” 
wings, the upper surface of which 
fall inward toward the decklid, 
and the sharp horizontal tail 
lamps, which incorporate a new 
FIAT stylistic sign of body-col¬ 
oured inserts launched with the 
new FIAT 500. 

An integrated rear spoiler 
enhances the aerodynamic per¬ 
formance of the new FIAT 124 
Spider, while twin exhaust outlets 
underline the performance capa¬ 


bility of the engine. 

The interior of the new FIAT 124 
Spider, in keeping with the exteri¬ 
or, mixes Italian style with the 
classic ingredients of a driver- 
focussed roadster. The low-slung 
seats are comprised of a light¬ 
weight net structure with a 
unique foam shape and are 
trimmed in premium upholstery, 
aligning the driver perfectly with 
the sporty steering wheel and ide¬ 
ally-located pedals and gear- 
shifter. 


The three-gauge instrument 
cluster with its central rev-coun¬ 
ter hints at the excitement await¬ 
ing the driver, while soft-touch 
materials and unique detailing 
set it apart as a high-quality and 
elegant roadster in the tradition 
of its best Italian predecessors. 

With the roof retracted and the 
side windows rolled down, the 
aerodynamics around the rear¬ 
ward-mounted windscreen frame 
of the FIAT 124 Spider have been 
optimised to guide the wind 
above the heads of occupants and 
towards the rear of the car, mini¬ 
mising both the amount of wind 
striking occupants directly and 
drafts buffeting from behind. 

The FIAT 124 Spider is more 
than an exercise in nostalgic roof- 
down style - under the bonnet 
lies FIAT’s venerable 1.4-litre 
MultiAir Turbo engine producing 
140hp and 240Nm of torque, driv¬ 
ing the rear wheels for the first 
time via a lightweight, quick- 
shifting six-speed manual trans¬ 
mission, specially optimised for 
this high torque output. 

The FIAT 124 Spider will go on 
sale in the UK during the second 
half of 2016.

Take a look inside... 



The seventh generation version 
of Vauxhall’s Astra family hatch 
manages to be better equipped, 
more efficient and more spa¬ 
cious than its predecessor, 
while in some cases actually 
costing less than it did before. 
Think that sounds promising? 
Then like us, you might think 
that this could be the toughest 
rival yet for the segment-leading 
Ford Focus. 

The engineers have created a 
completely fresh platform for 
this MK7 model Astra but it isn’t 
one featuring the multi-link rear 
suspension set-up that does so 
much to make a rival Ford Fo¬ 
cus ride and handle so sweetly. 
The downside of that kind of 
arrangement lies not only in 
its cost but also in the way it 
intrudes on bootspace (which 
is why a Focus’ boot is so rela¬ 
tively small). Hence the decision 
with this Astra to stick with the 
previous model’s relatively sim¬ 
ple torsion beam rear suspen¬ 
sion system, a set-up enhanced 
with a so-called ‘Watts linkage’ 
feature to improve cornering 
stability. 

Most Astra buyers are prob¬ 
ably going to want a diesel. The 
old 1.3, 1.7 and 2.0-litre CDTi 
units have at last been pen¬ 
sioned off and in their place sits 


the quieter, torquier 1.6-litre 
CDTi diesel, offered here with 
either I 10 or I 36PS in main¬ 
stream form or with as much 
as 160PS in BiTurbo form at the 
top of the range. Both petrols 
and diesels should benefit from 
an all new six speed gearbox 
that should make for sweeter 
shifts. 

The bodyshell of the Astra 
is 77kgs lighter than before, 
thanks to smaller dimensions 
and more high strength steels 
which contribute to weight sav¬ 
ings over the previous model of 
between 120 and 200kg. 

Inside, despite the reduc¬ 
tion in exterior size, you get 
an additional 35mm of rear 
legroom compared to the old 
car. Move up-front and there’s 
the expected smarter fascia 
with splashes of chrome and the 
expected standard touchscreen 
infotainment screen that as 
usual reduces dashboard but¬ 
ton clutter. For the first time, 
the General Motors ‘OnStar’ 
system is available, the set-up 
providing an in-car Wi-Fi hot¬ 
spot and 24/7 assistance from a 
dedicated service team. 

This i a car that feels quite 
up to the challenge posed by 
an army of efficient, plush and 
dynamically able rivals.

Now that the winter months are with us there comes the 
prospect of ice, snow, and frost. Just at the moment the 
UK is also experiencing a substantial increase in rainfall 
levels, all of which can expose badly worn or illegal tyres — 
particularly those having less than the legal 1.6mm of tyre 
tread.

Here are four quick tips to help you check if your tyres 
are ready for winter. 

1. Check the tread depth. The law requires a minimum 
of 1.6mm of tread although experts recommend that 
drivers should consider changing tyres when the tread 
falls below 3.0mm 

2. Tyre pressures. These should be checked 
regularly and adjusted according to the 
manufacturer’s handbook. Under no 
circumstances should tyre pressures be 
reduced for driving in snow, it is totally incorrect 
to think that by doing this that the tyre’s 
footprint is enlarged. 

3. General tyre condition. Check this regularly and 
especially any sidewall damage which might have been 
caused by hitting a kerb. 

4. Spare tyre. Check it, it’s in the boot and check it for 
both tread depth and pressure so that if in an emergency 
the tyre has to be fitted it is safe and legal. 

You might also wish to check for uneven wear. Many cars 
have tyres/wheels that are misaligned and this can cause 
excessive wear on tyre edges and lead to premature 
replacement. 

Remember the only place your car actually touches the 
road surface is the tyres...make sure they’re fit for 
whatever the winter has to offer and if they do need 
replacing visit www.onlinetyrestore.com where you will 
find over 500,000 tyres available to fit locally.

It’s time for justice as 
takeover draws near

Northampton Town fans 
breathed a sigh of relief on 
Monday as the club avoided an 
administration leathering by 
being signed over to Kelvin 
Thomas’ consortium. 

Fans congregated at Sixfields 
upon hearing the news, instead of 
at the residence of the outgoing 
chairman as planned, with the 
stress of the crisis etched over 
their faces. 

Simultaneously, police officers 
raided the club offices, investi¬ 
gating alleged “financial irregu¬ 
larities” after a formal complaint 
from Northampton Borough 
Council. 

With the Kelvin Thomas deal 
seemingly secure, subject to 
Council ratification, justice is on 
the menu for those who have 


caused such a physical, emotion¬ 
al and financial toil for the town’s 
118-year-old football club, its staff 
and supporters. 

First, a root and branch police 
investigation with Northampton 
fans hoping for prosecutions. 
Then, undoubtedly required, a 
truly independent public enquiry 
into the council’s provision of a 
£10.25 million loan, the wherea¬ 
bouts of which remain publicly 
unknown. 

If that means council officers 
are subject to industry standard 
disciplinary proceedings, so be it. 
If a by-election is required in (ex- 
NBC leader and a key player in the 
organisation of the loan) David 
Mackintosh MP’s Northampton 
South constituency, so be it. 

Nothing personal - no man or 
woman is bigger than the club, no 
matter if Westminster is your 
haunt rather than the West Stand. 

For Cobblers’ fans and staff, a 
moment to enjoy a drink and 
shake off the strain of the past few 


months. People ask what a true 
supporter is and it hasn’t just 
been shown by Northampton 
fans in their monumental fund¬ 
raising efforts but by how they’ve 
felt inside. It’s not something 
they’d ever like to experience 
again. 

And therein lies the problem 
and an indicator of battles to 
come. 

There are still question marks 
over how Mr Thomas will deal 
with the massive council debt 
issue, over who is providing the 
financial backing for his takeover, 
and over the real details of his 
pledge to ‘work’ with the support¬ 
ers’ trust. 

All will have to be addressed in 
the weeks and months ahead. 
Supporters will be naturally 
inquisitive and if Mr Thomas 
wants to know why, they’ll just 
point to the shell of an East Stand. 

That East Stand, a rusting sym¬ 
bol of a football club that’s been a 
side issue to a land deal, a symbol 


of a sporting body that should 
never have been sold to the cur¬ 
rent departing owners in the first 
place. 

It will be of certain solace not to 
have to mention the name 
Cardoza and Northampton Town 
FC in the same breath anymore. 

That moment will be a while 
away, however, as the fall-out 
from their reign at the Cobblers 
continues. 

But, at least the club will be alive 
to fight its battles. 

What better way to highlight the 
importance of the Cobblers as a 
football club over and above a 
business, and fly in the face of the 
associated suits that have done us 
so much harm, than by going top 
of the league. 

Chris Wilder’s side have the 
chance to do so after a victory at 
Crawley on Tuesday night and a 
winnable game at Sixfields this 
Saturday in an emotional 
tie against bottom-of-the-table 
Yeovil Town.

Northampton Town’s play¬ 
ers have always maintained 
that the off-field shenani¬ 
gans at Sixfields haven’t 
affected them and midfield¬ 
er Joel Byrom insists that 
was still the case as a takeo¬ 
ver of the club was finally 
agreed. 

There haven’t been many 
cases of a club’s fortunes on 
and off the pitch differing 
so wildly as the Cobblers 
climbed the League Two 
table despite the financial 
crisis in the background. 

Tuesday night’s 2-1 win 
over Crawley lifted them 
ever closer to the summit - 
a win over Yeovil on 
Saturday could see them go 
top - as Town’s players yet 
again displayed their fight¬ 
ing spirit. 

Byrom, who scored the 
opening goal at the 
Broadfield Stadium, said: 
“The lads have been the 
same all the way through. 
Obviously there has been 
news going on behind the 
scenes. 

“We don’t really have a say 
in it, so we don’t let it get to 
us that much, but we’ve got 
the momentum now and 
we’re just looking towards 
the next game. 

Bryom’s fellow midfielder 
John-Joe O’Toole is pleased 
the saga off the pitch looks 
to be finally heading 
towards a solution. 

He said: “It’s brilliant that 
it looks like the club is final¬ 
ly being taken over and can 
move forward, but our 
minds are always on the 
games and we’re looking 
after that side of things.”

The only way this week can get any 
better for Northampton Town is if 
they reach the top of League Two, 
but that is within touching distance 
after their ten men hung on for vic¬ 
tory at Crawley. 

The Cobblers had to play for over 
half an hour a man light after 
Brendan Moloney, Saturday’s hero at 
Notts County, was sent off for a pro¬ 
fessional foul that led to the Red 
Devils halving the deficit.

Northampton got off to the best 
possible start as they were awarded a 
penalty in just the fourth minute 
when Lawson D’Ath tricked his way 
past Simon Walton, who was to trip 
him in the area. 


It briefly looked like the chance had 
gone when Marc Richards’ spot kick 
was saved by Darryl Flahavan, but 
Joel Byrom did really well to head in 
the rebound from beyond the penalty 
spot. 

The Cobblers doubled their lead in 
stunning fashion after 20 minute as 
the ball ran out to John-Joe O’Toole, 
who struck a magnificent first-time 
effort from 25 yards that sailed over 


Flahavan and into the net. 

It should have been 3-0 before half 
an hour had been played as Richards 
somehow shot into the side netting 
with the goal open after Flahavan 
had pushed out Nicky Adams shot 
across him. 

The match was thrown back into 
the balance just after the hour mark 
when Moloney was sent off for hold¬

Burrell driven on 
by World Cup snub

Luther Burrell said his World Cup 
omission was one of the most dis¬ 
appointing moments in his life, 
but now has the fire in his belly to 
force his way back into the nation¬ 
al squad with displays in a 
Northampton Saints jersey. 

In the most controversial selec¬ 
tion of the World Cup squad, Burrell 
was left out of Stuart Lancaster’s 
final 31-man squad, Lancaster 
instead opting for the unproven 
Sam Burgess, who hurriedly 
returned to rugby league in 
Australia following England’s dis¬ 
astrous pool stage exit. 

Burrell described the moment 
Lancaster told him, on the morning 
of the squad announcement, that 
he wasn’t going to make the final 
cut, a day he still finds difficult to 
look back on, with the date and 
time etched into his memory. 


“It was one of the most disap¬ 
pointing things I’ve ever come 
across in my life,” he said. “To think 
back to it now is really tough 
because it was a tough moment to 
find out on the day of selection that 
I wasn’t going to make it. 

“He called me in at eight o’clock in 
the morning, on Thursday, 28th 
August, selection D-Day, and as 
soon I walked through the door I 
knew, I could feel it in the air, saw it 
written all over his face. 

“So I just kind of sat there in 
silence and let him speak, he told 
me and I got up and left, tried to 
hold back my emotion but obvi¬ 
ously found that pretty difficult. 

“I thought that I’d put in a lot of 
work throughout the summer. As a 
coaching team they’ve invested a 
lot of time in me and to lose out in 
the manner that I did was very dis¬ 
appointing.” 

Following the abject World Cup 
display, Stuart Lancaster was 
replaced as England head coach by 
Eddie Jones and Burrell feels it will 


be a fresh start, not just for him, but 
for all England players to prove 
themselves ahead of the Six Nations 
in the spring. 

He isn’t looking too far ahead, but 
admitted he does have an extra 
motivation to be successful for 
Saints and in turn force his way 
back into the national squad. 

Burrell said: “I’ve got a lot of fire 
in the belly from what I came off in 
the summer, not to necessarily 
prove anything. It’s just driven me 
to be successful within this group. 
Jim and the coaching staff here are 
fantastic to me and I just love com¬ 
ing and putting that jersey on. 

“It is a fresh start, I don’t know 
much about Eddie Jones so it’s 
going to be interesting to see what 
he brings. 

“He’s said he’s going to pick play¬ 
ers based on what he sees so it’s 
pressure on for the lads to perform 
and put their hands up for the Six 
Nations squad.” 

The decision to omit Burrell was 
met with disbelief from Saints fans,

and he admitted that the support 
he had received was humbling and 
he now wants to reward them in 
the upcoming months. 

“That’s probably one of the big¬ 
gest things for me,” he said, “not 


just from the lads but the 
Northampton fan base, everyone, 
just absolutely amazing the 
amount of people who reached out 
to me and made the effort to talk to 


me.”

Cobblers boss cautious 
about takeover news

A takeover deal for Northampton 
Town has finally been agreed, but 
manager Chris Wilder won't be get¬ 
ting too excited until the ink is dry 
on the contract. 

Speaking after the Cobblers’ 2-1 win 
at Crawley Town on Tuesday night, 
Wilder’s caution is perhaps under¬ 
standable given how complicated the 
situation has been at Sixfields in the 
last few months. 

But the future of the club is now 
looking far more hopeful after the 
possibilities of administration or 
even been wound up were looming in 
the background if Kelvin Thomas’ 
deal hadn’t been agreed on Monday. 

Northampton Borough Council 
have also taken the £10.25 million 
loan for the building of the troubled 
East Stand away from the club and 
placed it on the land, thus removing a 
major stumbling block to it. 

In contrast to his passionate post¬ 
match press conference after 
Saturday’s win at Notts County, 
which went viral, where he pleaded 
for the deal to be done, Wilder was 
more circumspect when asked for his 
reaction to the latest developments. 

He said: “It’s not over the line yet. 
Until it’s all done and dusted and 
there’ll hopefully be a press confer¬ 
ence, I’m not saying anything. 

“Fingers crossed it will all go 
through, but I’ve not even thought 
about that at all and I’ve not done any 
interviews or spoke to anyone about 
it, so we’ll deal with that that is full 


and final. 

“I’ve been in the game long enough 
to know that you can’t take anything 
for granted, so yet again we’ll keep 
working on, keep our heads down 
and try to get some decent results for 
the football club.” 

Wilder and his players have been 
delivering those by the bucket load in 
the last couple of months with the 
win at Crawley, their sixth victory in 
their last seven games, moving them 
to within two points at the top of 
League Two. 

They brought up these latest three 
points despite playing for over half an 
hour with ten men after Brendan 
Moloney’s sending off, demonstrat¬ 
ing again the spirit around the squad. 

While the last few weeks and 
months have been extremely stress¬ 
ful for those connected to the club, 
they seem to have brought everyone 
closer together, players, staff and sup¬ 
porters alike. 

On the result at the Broadfield 
Stadium, Wilder said: “We’ve just dis¬ 
cussed how quickly things change 
round in the game. 

“One long throw into the box and we 
don’t get a head on it then the ball’s 
bouncing in the box and Brendan 
makes a decision to pull the lad back 
then obviously the game changes in a 
heartbeat. 

“But we’ve shown both sides of the 
game tonight - our forward play from 
the front three and Rico (Marc 
Richards) was outstanding for 60 
minutes and we caused them quite a 
lot of problems. 

“Then we’ve had to hang in and 
keep the ball out of our net. We’ve 
done that part of the game as well so
